TROJAN MONARCH was a very fast horse himself, winning his first three starts, then 
second in a stakes, at 2, before an unfortunate injury forced his retirement. With such 
early promise, no telling what he might have gone on to do. He brings to mares not 
only his own tremendous speed and handsome looks but also a potent cross of the great 
English PHALARIS on the great American DOMINO. 

Though he has stood for more or less private use by Mr. Garrett and a few 
of liis friends;—to attract outside mares his fee has been set at the low figure

Saturday, April 30, 1960 

The Sixty-Fourth Annual Race for the Maryland Hunt Cup and the Eighth 
Race for the Challenge Bowl presented by The Committee of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup Association will be run on Saturday, April 30, I960, at 4 P. M., under 
sanction to the Hunts Committee of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Associa¬ 
tion. Weights: 4-year olds, 150 pounds; 5-year olds, 160 pounds; 6-year olds and 
upwards, 165 pounds. No sex or half-bred allowance; no allowance for riders, and 
no other allowance. Owners, riders and horses acceptable to the Committee. The 
race is run over the estates of Mr. and Mrs. Gary Black and Mr. and Mrs. Daniel 
B. Brewster, Worthington Valley. Entrance Fee $10.00. Distance four miles. 

The Challenge Bowl will be held by the owner of the winning horse each 
year and will become the permanent possession of the owner winning the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup three times, not necessarily with the same horse nor by successive 
wins. 

In determining whether a rider is acceptable to the committee the following 
general qualifications will apply— 

1. Riders holding amateur licenses from the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
and those eligible for the same. 

2. Members of recognized hunts not holding amateur licenses of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association, whose avocation is fox hunting for pleasure and who, although 
they may derive their livelihood from horse activities, do not accept pay for riding in 
races. These may be permitted to ride, but it is to be understood in good faith, that no 
rider shall be paid either directly or indirectly for riding in the Hunt Cup. 

Commencing April 1st, I960, information regarding the race, parking stick¬ 
ers, press notices and paddock tickets, can be obtained from Mrs. Robert L. Riggs, 
Monkton, Maryland, telephone Prescott 1-4534 between 9 and 12 A. M.

Mrs. Arthur Hullcoat’s Alaking, grand old

Newest addition to Maryland’s stallion roster 
is R. J. Vernie’s Albalu, an eight-year-old son 
of Alquest—Balu Empress, by Tintagel. He is 
making his first season at Rigger Farm, Cock- 
eysville. 

Albalu won the Timonium Handicap and 
seven other races, was second ten times and 
third six times in three seasons on the track. 
His dam has produced the winners Battle Em¬ 
press (Battle Morn), Vir-Marie (Apache) and 
Balu’s Banner (Alquest). 

Among the mares slated to visit Albalu’s 
court this season is Fiery Dawn, by Roman— 
New Dawn, by * Sickle, purchased by Vernie 
from the Bromley Dispersal at the Maryland 
Fall Sales last November.

THY BROTHERS KEEPER: The horse¬ 
mens winter of discontent was made glorious 
by the sun of a three-year contract Saturday, 
February 6, ending a chilly and oft-frigid period 
of negotiations with Bowie management. Settle¬ 
ment of the dispute came less than a week be¬ 
fore Bowie’s 40-day meeting opened the I960 
Maryland season, February 12. 

Agreement was effected after Bowie President 
Donald Lillis had huddled with advisors and 
told R. Bruce Livie, chairman of the Maryland 
Racing Commission, to "use his own judgment.” 

Livies judgment coincided in full with the 
demands of the Maryland-Delaware-Charles 
Town division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association. 

The three-year contract embraces the follow¬ 
ing nine provisions: 

1. Purses will be based and paid on the pre¬ 
vious year’s handle. 

2. The amount allocated to purses will be 
3.34 per cent of the total mutuel handle. 

3. The amount allocated to the HBPA for 
services rendered to horsemen will be .02 per 
cent of the total mutuel handle. 

4. The sum of 3.34 per cent and .02 per cent 
will be 3.36 per cent of the total mutuel han¬ 
dle, which sum is equivalent to 48 per cent of 
the track’s 7 per cent of the pari-mutuel take. 

5. Purse money will be distributed 80 per 
cent to overnight races and 20 per cent to stakes. 

6. The total amount of overnight purse dis¬ 
tribution will be divided into four ten-day con¬ 
dition books, with equal amounts to be dis¬ 
tributed in each book. There will be no carry¬ 
over of purse money from one condition book 
to the next. 

7. Money due from 1959 purses not yet paid 
($70,584.49) will be divided into four equal 
parts, one part to be added to each of the four 
condition books to be used in I960. 

8. The basis for determining 1959 handle 
will be accomplished as follows: Since Bowie 
operated last year for 46 days and has only 40 
days in I960, the total 1959 handle will be 
divided by 46, then multiplied by 40. 

9. A legal contract encompassing the above 
conditions will be signed by proper representa¬ 
tives of Bowie and the HBPA. 
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ON WITH THE SHOW: With the strike 
threat out of the way, 15,182 fans came out to 
"window shop” before investing $1,282,784 in 
the nine races constituting the inaugural pro¬ 
gram. Featured attraction was the fourth run¬ 
ning of the Abraham Lincoln Stakes, in keep¬ 
ing with the celebration of the anniversary of 
the Great Emancipator’s natal day. 

A field of 13 came out for the Abe Lincoln 
and a plurality of those in attendance decided 
on Jack Welch’s Tinkalero as best qualified to 
make off with the $7,586 winner’s share. These 
folks’ memories were keener than their fore¬ 
sight, however, as Tinkalero, winner of the Abe 
Lincoln, Burch and Barbara Frietchie (it’s 
Fritchie this year) in 1959, played third fiddle 
to Mrs. Edith L. Price’s Yes You Will. 

This fellow, a poor man’s Challedon, is hotter 
than Timonium’s midway on a Labor Day after¬ 
noon. A Maryland-bred son of Rough’n Tum¬ 
ble—Yes She Will, by Reaping Reward, he 
seems bent on out-tinkling Tinkalero, which as 
mentioned earlier, won three stakes at Bowie 
last year. 

Breaking eleventh from the far outside (11), 
Yes You Will picked up horses steadily until 
reaching the stretch, then swooped down to en¬ 
gulf the leaders. Tinkalero, which made the pace 
until a point inside the eighth pole, was in no 
condition to repel the Price colt after she had 
reeled the half in :45-2/5. Coming through on 
the outside, Yes You Will stepped the five and 
a half furlongs in 1:05 over a good track to win 
by two lengths, going away. 

The Abraham Lincoln was Yes You Will’s 
first start since winning the Jennings Handicap 
at Pimlico last December. He wintered at Pim¬ 
lico, along with other members of Trainer E. R. 
(Roddy) Myers’ string. 

Yes You Will is owned and was bred by Mrs. 
Edith L. Price, who, with her husband, Bake, 
owns the Knotty Pine Restaurant in Timonium. 
The colt was bred in the Prices’ back yard which 
adjoins the Timonium racetrack on the south. 

Jockey Larry Adams, a last minute substitu¬ 
tion when Dave Gorman couldn’t make 115 
pounds, lucked into the mount on Yes You Will. 
It was the four-year-old’s first stakes victory. 
After the Abe Lincoln his record read: 22 starts.

11 wins, 4 seconds, 1 third and $41,733—and 
there was more to come. 

S’NO USE: On the morning of Saturday, 
February 13, area radio stations broadcast dire 
warnings of snow. Many who had planned to 
attend Bowie but who were caught in the in¬ 
famous blizzard at the track the corresponding 
Saturday two years ago, made other plans. But 
16,289 fans, who had been awaiting this day 
since mid-December, figured if they were going 
to gamble they might as well start by taking 
on the elements. 

After five races had been run, Raymond 
Haight, track announcer, notified the crowd that 
in the interest of the safety and well-being of 
all concerned the remaining four races, includ¬ 
ing the inaugural of the Francis Scott Key Stakes, 
had been canceled. This came following notifi¬ 
cation of the stewards that the jockeys had com¬ 
plained of the poor visibility brought on by the 
steady fall of snow. Weighing this consideration 
against the frightful conditions during the bliz¬ 
zard of ’58, officials deemed discretion the better 
part of valor. 

The parking lots were covered by a mantle 
of white but the roads remained open during 
the orderly exodus. 

Later, the racing commission approved a plan 
whereby the four lost races would be made up 
by running a tenth race on the three following 
Saturdays and Monday, February 22. However, 
the Attorney General’s office discovered a legal 
technicality which pre-empted this ruling. It was 
not within the province o* rh~ commission’s 
powers to make up the lost races in this manner, 
Joseph Kaufman, assistant State’s Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, notified Bowie. 

' YES YOU WILL, TAKE TWO: The Burch 
Memorial Handicap (Bowie is considering drop¬ 
ping the word “memorial” from both the Burch 
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and John B. Campbell next year) was a swatch 
from the same bolt as the Abe Lincoln. Yes You 
Will won, but this time Jack Welch’s Tinkalero 
was second, trading places with W. W. Carroll’s 
Charlie Boy, sprint sensation of the Fair Grounds 
meeting. 

The track was fast when the field of nine pa¬ 
raded postward in the $12,500-added, six-furlong 
stakes. Yes You Will, on the strength of his im¬ 
pressive victory on opening day, was installed as 
the 19-10 choice. Closer than usual this time, he 
was a head in front as he skipped past the eighth 
pole, and increased his margin to three lengths 
at the wire. The winner’s margin was a bit sur¬ 
prising since the colt isn’t one to relax with 
when in the van; he has a tendency to pull him¬ 
self up once he takes charge. 

Tinkalero was first to assert her authority but 
she was replaced at the half by Charlie Boy. 
She proved slightly stronger of the two at the 
finish, nailing the Fair Grounds horse by a nose 
to earn second money. Mystic II finished fourth, 
racing as if he would appreciate the conditioning 
and added distance. 

Yes You Will’s time for the six furlongs was 
1:11, four-fifths of a second slower than Wa¬ 
bash Moon’s five-year-old track record. The 
Bowie strip, due to the recent snowstorm, was 
not at its best, however. Yes You Will was 
credited with the fastest six furlongs of Laurel’s 
fall meeting last year. 

Larry Adams, later injured in a nasty spill, 
again was up on the Maryland-bred. The win¬ 
ner’s net of $9,000 pushed Yes You Will’s earn¬ 
ings past the $50,000 mark and it seems his 
earning potential is destined to make still an¬ 
other giant step before the meeting is over. 

BY GEORGE: In keeping with the tradition 
of offering bargain values in celebration of our 
first president’s birthday, Bowie gave away 
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$145.60 to holders of $2 daily doubles on num¬ 
bers 9 and 7, February 22. The program proved 
a big draw, 22,150 fans turning out for the 
shoppers’ specials. It was Bowie’s biggest crowd 
since March 23, 1957. 

Other bargains of the day were Vanessa’s 
Boy-Yomolka entry (two for the price of one 
here)—$27 in the feature, and Roman Count— 
$48.20 in the nightcap. 

The George Washington, a $15,000 number 
for three-year-olds at six furlongs, lost some of 
its color when Ira Eaker and Palmy Days were 
removed from the starting field. The former 
became cast in his stall and the latter wrenched 
a knee. 

With two of the speedballs out of the way, 
Oh Romeo, fresh from a blazing five-furlong 
win, was elected to carry the bulk of the pub¬ 
lic’s faith and bankroll. He failed miserably, 
finishing fifth. This colt is subject to faint¬ 
heartedness if pressured early—and pressure 
him they did. Spent on the turn, Oh Romeo 
was easy prey for the Jersey-bred Vanessa’s 
Boy, a son of Greek Warrior—Miss Vanessa, 
by * Rounders, owned by F. C. Whitmore. 

Vanessa’s Boy had failed to impress in his 


previous Bowie outing when, ill at ease in the 
mud, he finished fifth to Ira Eaker. Catching 
a fast track in the George Washington, he 
posted his first victory since Veteran’s Day at 
Garden State in winning by a length and three- 
quarters. His entry-mate, Yomolka, was second, 
followed by Timberlane and April Skies. The 
winner’s time was 1:11 2/5. 

Karl Korte rode the George Weber-trained 
colt. 

ALL QUIET IN ANNAPOLIS: Following a 
mid-February conference with Governor 
Tawes, R. Bruce Livie announced that no legis¬ 
lation affecting racing would be sponsored by 
his office during the I960 session of the Mary¬ 
land General Assembly, Apparently irked by 
newspaper reports that a bill to set up a "czar- 
ist form of Maryland racing government” was 
in the planning stages, the governor called the 
chairman of the racing commission in for a 
heart-to-heart talk. Livie’s announcement fol¬ 
lowed that meeting of minds. 

Reportedly, Livie was backing a bill which, 
among other provisions, would give the com¬ 
mission complete authority to transfer racing 
days from one track to another. The proposed

bill would have implemented the racing com¬ 
mission chairman’s plan to divide Cumber¬ 
land’s and Bel Air’s racing dates among the 
three major tracks. 

In making his announcement, Livie stated 
that the governor was in agreement with him 
insofar as the need for improvement of the 
half-mile tracks’ operations. In effect, Livie 
told the half-mile tracks to "shape up ... or 
else.” 

In citing the deterioration of racing at the 
minor ovals, he said some have become "havens 
for derelicts and drunks.” 

Cumberland objected strenuously to this im¬ 
plication, and demanded an apology. Livie 
countered by stating that he was not speaking 
of Cumberland specifically. His remarks, he said, 
were aimed at all the half-mile tracks. John M. 
Heil, president of the half-milers association, 
questioned the propriety of this blanket con¬ 
demnation. 

HALF-MILE DATES: While efforts to move 
the Cumberland meeting to Timonium last year 
were thwarted by a provision in the latter 
track’s non-profit tax setup, the way has been 
cleared to facilitate this change in I960. Ac¬ 
cordingly, Cumberland’s 12-day race meeting 
may be staged at Timonium from August 15 
to August 27. Timonium will follow from Au¬ 
gust 29-September 10, giving the York Road 
plant 24 days of continuous racing. 

After a three-week encampment at Timoni¬ 
um, half-mile horses will be transferred to Bel 
Air, Hagerstown and Marlboro. Bel Air will 
run from September 12-September 24. Hagers¬ 
town operates from September 26-October 8. 
Marlboro winds up the 60-day half-mile season

with an October 10-October 22 session. 

The dates vacuum between the close of Marl¬ 
boro on October 22 and the opening of Laurel’s 
fall meeting on November 1 provides a six- 
day cushion in the event Bowie or Laurel should 
have to make up lost days due to inclement 
weather. Bowie has lost one complete program. 

STALIN’ OFF: * River War just missed be¬ 
ing credited with another stakes winner when 
Donna River lost the Thelma Stakes at the 
Fair Grounds by a nose after having been de¬ 
layed en route. . . . Laurel plans to card hurdle 
races twice weekly during its spring meeting, 
proving once again that the track’s president, 
John Schapiro, doesn’t give up easily. Schapiro 
recently was hospitalized for a broken collar¬ 
bone sustained in a fall from a jumper. ... A 
tour of the winter racing and training centers 
resulted in a near-record 161 Preakness nomi¬ 
nations for Lou Pondfield and Charlie Johnson 
of Pimlico. . . . Maryland racing and breeding 
suffered two losses last month with the death of 
Richard J. "Dick” Pending and Dr. Dale A. 
Wiley. . . . The I960 farm census reveals that 
there are now 268 Thoroughbred farms, em¬ 
bracing 55,153 acres, in the State. The number 
of Thoroughbred stallions increased to 112 
while the broodmares totalled 980—a gain of 
60 over last year.

I N cleaning up the place after the comple¬ 
tion of its 1959 meeting, Bowie stumbled 
on a bundle of about $70,000 that wasn’t ear¬ 
marked for improvements, maintenance or 
profit. Right away, it was noticed that, on the 
percentage-of-handle purse schedule, this 
amount was due the horsemen. 

The horsemen had noticed it, too. 

Everybody agreed that the money should be 
paid, but there was a lack of agreement about 
the manner of distribution. Also, there were 
some different opinions regarding the basis for 
the I960 purse schedule. 

For a few weeks, Maryland racing hung in 
space, and then, four days before the Bowie 
opening, the announcement came that every¬ 
thing had been settled. Maryland horse enthusi¬ 
asts could breathe again. 

Usually, my diary begins on about the eighth 
of the month, as it takes six or seven days to 
get over the travail of bringing last month’s 
magazine into the world, and during that pe¬ 
riod, I am in a mental limbo. 

February was different. 

Feb. 1 to 7. Held breath. 

Feb. 8. Breathed again when agreement was 
reached by Bowie and horsemen and spring 
meeting was assured. 

Feb. 12. Bowie opened, just as promised. 
Feb. 13. Snow in the afternoon. Managed to 
get accommodations for two on Silver Meteor, 
destined for Florida. Canceled plane reserva¬ 
tions (made three weeks earlier) on the wild 
guess that Washington airport wouldn’t be 
working on the morrow (originally-planned 
date of departure). 

Loaded Lifetime Partner and four bags of 
duffle into Jeep and headed for Pennsylvania 
station. Managed to make the trip through typi¬ 
cal New England winter, using only two-wheel 
drive of possible four. 

Entered station in time to meet Mr. AI 
Schwartz, Mrs. Jack Loome and Mrs. Gus Harts¬ 
horn returning from abbreviated Bowie session. 

Realized lifetime ambition in taking Silver 
Meteor out of Baltimore in blizzard. 

Dined on train with Lifetime Partner and 
Mrs. George Cassidy, wife of the famous TV 
star and official starter at Hialeah and the New 
York tracks. Mr. Cassidy’s lines, "Get your whip 
down, Boulmetis,” and "Get in there with the 
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favorite, Frank,” have stirred television audi¬ 
ences all over the country. 

Feb. 14. Received no Valentines. Spent day 
speeding through Florida (two hours late), 
watching the Brahma cattle and wondering if 
Joe O’Farrell would be at the station waving at 
trains as we went past Ocala.

When the sun began to approach the hori¬ 
zon, the scenery looked better from the east, or 
port side.

Hurdle Races At Laurel 

Jumping races, absent from Maryland’s major 
tracks since 1951, return to the local scene this 
spring when Laurel Race Course plans to sched¬ 
ule two hurdle events per week during its meet 
opening March 30. 

In making the announcement prior to his 
departure for Japan on matters pertaining to 
the Washington, D. C. International next No¬ 
vember 11, Laurel president John D. Schapiro 
said that the first hurdle race will be held on 
Tuesday, April 12, with the second programmed 
for Thursday, April 14. 

Following the pattern, races will be written 
into the condition book for each Tuesday and 
Thursday until the meeting ends on May 3. 

Under present plans, each event will be 
staged at "about a mile and a half” over the old 
turf course with the exception of the home 
stretch where the fields will race over the new 
course. There will be six hurdles placed on the 
course, each measuring four feet, four inches, 
in height. 

"I started negotiations with officers of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
some time ago,” said Schapiro, "and was as¬ 
sured of the cooperation of that group’s mem¬ 
bership, both owners and trainers. My purpose 
is to have conditions written that will fit the 
better-grade jumpers. If the races are supported 
in this manner, I plan to continue them on a 
permanent basis.” 

Schapiro added that John E. Cooper, execu¬ 
tive secretary of the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association, will be the director of hurdle 
racing at Laurel. The president of the N. S. & 
H. A. is S. Bryce Wing of Mantua Mill Road 
near Glyndon, Md. 

Laurel thus joins Belmont, Saratoga, Dela¬ 
ware and Monmouth as the nation’s only major 
course where the jumping sport is conducted. 

Although Laurel and Pimlico had a long 
history of jumping races, they were of the 
steeplechase or "high jump” variety, so that 
actually this is the first time in this area that 
hurdle racing will be staged at a major course. 
Laurel last held steeplechase events in 1950; 
Pimlico in 1951. 

With Laurel reviving the ancient infield 
sport, Maryland patrons again will have the op¬ 
portunity to see the stars of the "jumping 
stables” of F. Ambrose Clark, Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps, Pete Bostwick, Richard Mellon, C. 
Mahlon Kline, Mrs. Marion duPont Scott, F. 
Eugene Dixon, Jr., Morris Dixon, Mrs. Henry 
Obre, Sanford Stud Farms, Mrs. M. G. Walsh, 
Sidney Watters and many others.

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STALLION REPORT 

by Joe B. Hickey, Jr. ■ 


In 1956 a survey of Maryland stallions was 
undertaken to afford regional breeders the op¬ 
portunity of analyzing at close range the per¬ 
formance record of the numerous Thorough¬ 
bred stallions in the State. The initial survey— 
a reduction of the nation-wide tabulation to 
one of handy, provincial dimensions—was pub¬ 
lished in the March, 1956 issue of The Mary¬ 
land Horse. 


Subsequent surveys have been published in 
this magazine each March since then. 

The fifth report, spanning the year 1959, in¬ 
cludes every Maryland stallion which sired the 
winner of a race in the United States, Canada 
and at Caliente during the 12-month period 
ending December 31 last. It is divided into 
the three standard classifications: General Sire 
List, Sires of Two-Year-Old Winners, and 
Broodmare Sires.

Each classification, in turn, is analyzed to as¬ 
certain the 15 leading stallions on the three 
standard bases of First Monies won by their 
get. Most Winners, and Most Races Won. 

To circumvent the problem of stallion turn¬ 
over it was decided to include as a "Maryland” 
stallion every stud, wherever applicable, now 
standing in the State or which has made at 
least one season in the State since 1950. In the 
case of Broodmare Sires, however, any stallion 
making one or more seasons in Maryland since 
1936 is included, providing his daughters pro¬ 
duced the winners of at least $25,000 in first 
monies in 1959. 

Statistics are derived from the national stand¬ 
ings published by The Blood-Horse, and are 
made available to The Maryland Horse 
through the co-operation of the Lexington, Ken¬ 
tucky, magazines publishers, the American 
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Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, Inc. 

The 1959 roster of Thoroughbred stallions, 
published in the January issue of this maga¬ 
zine, and the February supplement, list pedi¬ 
grees, location and terms of all such progenitors 
in the State. 

Superior figures indicate dead-heats. First 
monies only are shown. In case of ties, prefer¬ 
ence was determined by money won. Only 
broodmare sires of $25,000 or more are ac¬ 
counted for in this survey. 

GENERAL SIRE LIST, THE LEADERS: 
The Rhymer, chestnut horse, 1938, by *St. 
Germans—Rhythmic, by * Royal Minstrel, 
which perished in a fire at Oak Ridge Farm, 
November 28, 1958, was Maryland’s leading 
sire in 1959. The Rhymer, for years, headed the 
stud at Sam Pistorio’s Pistorio Farm. Only a 
few months before his death on the eve of his

son Vertex’s victory in the Pimlico Special, he 
had been moved to Elmer L. and Louis P. Mors- 
berger’s farm in Catonsville. 

The Rhymer, which had led the Maryland 
list in 1958, sired 27 winners of 64 races and 
$317,837 last year. 

His top 1959 performer, and the best of his 
stud career, was Vertex, winner of $453,424 in 
four seasons. Last year Vertex, victim of a 
sesamoid fracture in the Camden Handicap, 
won five of his six starts and $246,029. His 
1959 stakes wins were in the Gulfstream Park, 
Campbell, Grey Lag and Camden Handicaps. 
In winning the first two events on successive 
weekends Vertex became the first horse in his¬ 
tory to win two $100,000 races at different 
tracks (Gulfstream and Bowie) in a weeks 
time. 


The Rhymer also was represented by the 
Enquirer Handicap winner, Some Qassic, in 
1959. 

Rough’n Tumble, which has been rotated be¬ 
tween Windy Hills Farm, Westminster, and 
Ocala Stud, Ocala, Florida, is runner-up on the 
General Sire List. Now quartered at Ocala, ap¬ 
parently on a permanent basis following his 
recent syndication, Rough’n Tumble owes his 
high standing to his daughter My Dear Girl, 
voted best juvenile filly of 1959. She was 
bred in Florida. Rough’n Tumble, which started 
his stud career at Windy Hills under a $250 
fee, sired 15 winners of 44 races and $260,496 
last year. 

Third on the list of Maryland’s leading sires 
is Loser Weeper, represented by 39 winners of 
100 races (including one dead-heat) and $137,-

734 in first monies. Only 33 of the 2,548 sires 
represented by a winner last year begot the 
winners of as many as 100 races. 

Of these 33 stallions, only six have as few 
or fewer crops at the races as Loser Weeper and 
none made the "100 wins club" with as few 
foals! 

Crafty Admiral, standing at a $3,500 fee, 
made the 100 circle with only three crops go¬ 
ing for him, but his three crops numbered 82 
registered fools, three more than Loser Weeper 
has had in five crops. 

Loser Weeper, a son of Discovery—Outdone, 
by Pompey, shares stud duties at Sagamore 
Farm with Native Dancer. In addition to the 
stakes winner Adapt, he had out Sob Singer, 
winner of 8 races; Sky Master, 7; Lost Chord, 
Lost Gloves and Settum Up Joe, 6; Our Presi¬ 


dent, 5; and Augment and Up in Smoke, 4 wins. 

Shamrock Farm’s British Buddy topped the 
stallions in Most Winners—49. Loser Weeper 
(39) and Alaking (33) placed second and 
third, respectively. 

In the Most Wins category, Loser Weeper, 
as indicated earlier, was tops with 100. Alaking, 
owned by Mrs. Arthur Hullcoat and standing 
at Lake Fannie Hill Farm, was second with 
85. The late * Hunters Moon IV was third 
with 84. 

SIRES OF TWO-YEAR-OLDS: Syndicated 
# Sea Charger, which stands at Glenangus Farm, 
Harford County, paced the sires of two-year- 
olds by sending out 8 winners from a crop of 
17 foals. These won 13 races and $54,042 in 
first monies. *Sea Charger’s top performer was 
Alamode Farm’s Ouija Board, a double stakes 
winner last year. 
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Second was Native Dancer, which, from 23 
foals, got 11 winners of 14 races and $30,995. 
*River War, whose daughter, Blonde Demond, 
won the Blue Hen Stakes at Delaware Park, 
was third. Call Over, now standing in Virginia, 
placed fourth, mainly through the efforts of his 
daughter Creswood Dottie, winner of the Mary¬ 
land Futurity and Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes. 

Native Dancer (11) sired the most two- 
year-old winners, followed by *Sea Charger (8) 
and British Buddy, The Pincher and * Northern 
Star, which had 5 winners each. 

Native Dancer also topped the list in Most 
Races Won, his get winning 14 times. *Sea 
Charger was second with 13 and * River War 
and British Buddy tied for third with 12 apiece. 

BROODMARE SIRES: The late Discovery 
continues to reign as Maryland’s premier Brood¬ 
mare Sire, his daughters producing the winners 
of $550,388. Discovery is the maternal grand- 
sire of five stakes winners of ten stakes in 1959. 
War Glory, which made the 1936 season in 
Maryland, was second with $468,458, princi¬ 
pally due to Warfare, outstanding two-year- 
old of 1959. 

*Challenger II, first ’citizen” of Frederick 
County while standing at Glade Valley Farm 
for many years before his death in 1948, was 
third on the basis of first monies but first in 
both Most Winners (106) and Most Races 
Won (261). ^Challenger II was America’s 
leading sire in 1939. 

Discovery was runner-up to * Challenger II 
in the latter two categories with 92 winners of 
223 races. Grand Slam, which spent the twi¬ 
light of his stud career in Harford County, was 
represented by 51 winners. *Bahram, which 
stood in both Virginia and Maryland before 
being exported to South America, where he has 
since died, is credited with 124 wins. 

MARYLAND-BRED STAKES WINNERS 
1959 

Last year there were ten Maryland-bred stakes 
winners of 15 stakes. Following are brief 
sketches: 

ADAPT, a dark bay colt, 1957, by Loser 
Weeper—Disparage, by Fighting Fox, was bred 
by his owner, Dr. John A. Hoy, and foaled 
April 21, 1957, at Mr. and Mrs. Daniel B. 
Brewster’s Worthington Farms, Glyndon. Adapt 
scored the lone win of his two-year-old cam¬ 
paign in the Marlboro Nursery Stakes, only 
added-money race offered on the Maryland half- 
mile tracks. He is the third foal and third win¬ 
ner for his dam. 


CRESWOOD DOTTIE, chestnut filly, 1957, 
by The Pincher or Call Over—Virginia Beach, 
by Johnstown, is the property of New Jersey 
industrialist Paul Cresci, of Vineland. She was 
foaled March 9, 1957, at the Glade Valley Farm 
(Walkersville) of her breeder, H. B. Marcus. 
Trained by J. Bowes Bond, the filly clearly 
earned her right to homebred two-year-old 
honors by winning the Maryland Futurity and 
Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes in her two final starts 
of 1959. In addition, she won three other races. 

DR. HERB, brown colt, 1956, by Buy and 
Sell—Sensme, by Roman, was at his best in 
early spring, winning the Prince George’s Stakes 
at Bowie and the Maryland Derby at Laurel. 
Bred at the Elray Farm of his breeder, the late 
G. Ray Bryson, Dr. Herb is owned and trained 
by former jockey Joe Serio, Jr. At two, he won 
the Marlboro Nursery and was third in the Pim¬ 
lico Breeders’ Stakes, which, incidentally, was 
the exact 1959 stakes record of Adapt. Dr. 
Herb won eight races and $29,776 in 1959. 

NORA DARES, bay filly, 1956, by Prince 
Dare—Jaconora, by * Jacopo, was foaletl March 
27, 1956, at the Woodlawn Farm of her 
owner-breeder, Mrs. Walter A. Edgar. As a two- 
year-old she won the inaugural running of Dela¬ 
ware Park’s Blue Hen Stakes. Last year she 
started off the season with a bang by winning 
the Miss Maryland Stakes in her first outing of 
the campaign. 

PEEPING TOM, chestnut ridgling, 1956, by 
Carrier Pigeon—Devil’s Girl, by Diavolo, came 
to life last summer and was a hard-hitting 
sprinter for the remainder of the season. His 
stakes win was notched in the first division of 
Tropical Park’s Hurricane Handicap. At two 
he had won the Bowie Breeders’ Stakes. Bred 
by G. Ray Bryson, March 30, 1956, at Elray, 
Peeping Tom was sold by that late horseman’s 
widow to Morsey Stable in August. In 12 starts 
last year, Peeping Tom batted .500. He was 
second three times and third once, earning 
$27,929. 

SOME CLASSIC, bay ridgling, 1954, by The 
Rhymer—Catchup, by Sun Meadow, races as 
well by day as he does by night. As a three- 
year-old he won the first division of the St. 
Louis Derby under the arc lights. Last season 
he added the Enquirer Handicap at Latonia’S 
inaugural meeting. Bred by Country Life Farm, 
he is owned by R. F. McMahon, Sr., and trained 
by R. Grundy. In a campaign which saw him 
make 34 trips to the post, he salvaged five wins 
and $22,167. He closed out the season on a 
winning note at Tropical Park. 
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STRATMAT, chestnut horse, by Lochinvar— 
Elsewhere, by *Alibhai, probably won as many 
races last season as any horse in training. This 
honest fellow earned access to the winner’s 
circle 13 times. One of the top "comeback 
horses” of the season, he survived a sesamoid 
fracture as a three-year-old (16 bone fragments 
were surgically removed) to have his brightest 
hour in the Christmas Handicap. Stratmat’s 
complete 1959 record reads: 18 starts, 13 wins, 
two seconds, and $35,255. He won the Lamp¬ 
lighter Handicap as a three-year old. 

SUN DOG, chestnut gelding by the defunct 
* Hunters Moon IV—Sun Dance, by Swash¬ 
buckler, earned a ranking among the better 
steeplechasers of the year through his victory in 
the Grand National. Bred by Miss Julia M. 
Fisher at The Caves, Sun Dog now races for 
Sanford Stud Farm. In a light campaign he won 
two of his seven races, was second two times 
and third two times, winning $29,955. As a 
three-year-old he won the Louis E. Stoddard 
Memorial. His sire, * Hunters Moon IV, which 
died in 1959, also begat Neji, one of the very 
top steeplechasers of recent years. 

VERTEX, chestnut horse, 1954, by The 
Rhymer—Kanace, by Case Ace, was the top 
handicap horse in the East at the time he suf¬ 
fered the injury which ended his racing career. 
Bred by Frank A. Piarulli, of Camden, N. J., 
who later sold half-interest in the colt to Joseph 
J. Brunetti, Vertex raced only 25 times but 
compiled a remarkable $453,424 to rank as the 
third leading money-winning Maryland-bred of 
all time. Foaled April 16, 1954, at Pistorio 
Farm t Ellicott City, he won stakes at three, four 
and five. He is now embarking on his first year 
at stud, in Kentucky. 

VILLAGE IDIOT, bay gelding, 1955, by 
County Delight—Novice, by Pilate, earned his 
first stakes win in the Stymie Handicap. A no¬ 
tional fellow, his campaign was concluded in 
September in the hope that a long rest would

improve his erratic gate behavior. Owned and 
bred by Alfred G. Vanderbilt at his Sagamore 
Farm, Glyndon, Village Idiot was foaled April 
16, 1955. He won five of 18 starts in 1959, 
earning $54,785. In addition to winning the 
Stymie, he was third in the Whitney Stakes and 
fourth in several other added-money races.

U.S.E.T. High Score Awards 

(Dressage Classes) 

In order to stimulate interest in simple and 
basic dressage as a means of improving the 
training of horses and the ability of riders, an¬ 
nouncement is made of U. S. Equestrian Team 
Awards in Dressage Tests "A” and "B.” These 
tests for I960 are laid down in the I960 Ap¬ 
pendix to the American Horse Shows Associa¬ 
tion, Inc. ''Notes on Dressage.” 

A Trophy in each AHSA Zone will be 
awarded by the U. S. Equestrian Team, Inc., 
to the rider who gains the most points during 
the year in Tests "A” and ”B.” 

Competitions will be approved subject to the 
following conditions: 

a) Competitions in these dressage classes 
must be offered in at least three Shows in each 
Zone with each Class having a minimum of 
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five contestants. (Points to be awarded: 5-3- 
2 - 1 ). 

b) Organizing groups not already AHSA 
member shows should become Dressage Show 
members (Fee $30.00) which entitles the 
group to schedule AHSA, USET and PHA 
dressage medal classes. Member shows are re¬ 
minded that they may separate dressage com¬ 
petitions from their regular show dates by not 
more than two months. 

c) Employing the tests specified in the I960 
Appendix to "Notes on Dressage,” shows must 
schedule the "A” and "B” tests on the same day. 

d) Each award winner must have competed 
in a minimum of three shows and five classes. 

e) The same combination of horse and rider 
is eligible to compete in Tests "A” and "B ’ 
but only for one year or a maximum of five 
rides.

J. "Dick" Pending 

Maryland horsemen were saddened by’ the 
death of the long-popular J. "Dick” Pending 
on February 12. Dick has been associated with 
Bowie race course from the time the track 
opened in 1914 until 1952. 

He was superintendent of the track for many 
years. 

After his retirement he "dabbled” a bit with 
horses to keep occupied. 

He died in his Baltimore home, not far from 
Pimlico, at the age of 80. 

Surviving him are his widow, Mrs. Louisa 
Pending, and his daughters Mrs. Daniel Trim- 
per III, of Ocean City, Md., and Mrs. Pending 
Morrison of La Jolla, Calif. 

Mr. Pending was born in New York, but 
made his home in Baltimore for the last 50 
years. 

At the age of 12, he walked hots for Marcus 
Daly, the copper king who at one time owned 
a powerful stable. Pending later became a 
jockey and earned distinctions as a rider of 
steeplechase horses. 

By 1900, he turned to training, but aband¬ 
oned that profession to serve as track super¬ 
intendent at Bowie for his friend, James F. 
O’Hara. 

He frequently trained a small string of 
horses and breezed and galloped his own run¬ 
ners as late as 1945.

Little Acres Club 

Late in 1958, a group of young people 
gathered together in an apartment in Perryman, 
Md. Ranging in age from 4 to 16, these young¬ 
sters had one thing in common—an ardent 
love of horses. Their meeting as a group marked 
the official beginning of the ' Little Acres 
Riding Club/* 

Though a riding club for young equestrians 
is not unique in itself, the Little Acres group 
can claim an unusual distinction—not one of 
its 40 members owns a horse or a pony. 

The Club was originated by Mrs. Charles 
Maslin, to stimulate interest and knowledge in 
horses, regardless of breed or type, and to teach 
leadership and good sportsmanship, as well as 
good horsemanship. 

During that first get-together, the members 
decided to have a gymkhana. Using money bor¬ 
rowed from Mrs. Maslin for their expenses, 
they held their first competition in the late fall 
of 1958. It was a glorious success, and the Club 
was on its way, financially. Since then, there 
have been 2 other fun-filled gymkhanas. 

Since the winter months bring almost to a 
halt their outdoor activities, the members have 
kept their Club active with ice-skating, roller¬ 
skating, and bowling parties. 

As the membership grew, that stuffy meeting 
room did not; there came the problem of find¬ 
ing larger quarters for the monthly meetings. 
A solution was found, happily, when they were 
offered the use of the showrooms of Lee Buick, 
Inc. This remained the base of Club operations 
until Capt. and Mrs. Maslin completed a new 
home this spring, and turned their club cellar 
and game rooms over to the group. 

A chief goal of the Club has been to become 
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familiar with all types and breeds of horses and 
ponies. In order to accomplish this, there have 
been trips to observe a blacksmith at work, to 
see qualifying races at the Baltimore Raceway, 
and to a Standardbred stable to watch the 
harnessing of that breed, and to have every as¬ 
pect of trotters and pacers explained. 

The Maryland Pony Show, the Harford 
County Fair and the United States Pony Club 
Rally were also visited by the group. 

Polo was viewed at Brandywine, and a trip 
was made to the Pennsylvania National Horse 
Show, where the members could observe many 
breeds of show horses. 

An outstanding feature of the Little Acres 
Riding Club is that though there is an adult 
hand to guide, and to give help, the members 
are completely on their own. They form com¬ 
mittees, which always include at least one mem¬ 
ber from the 4 to 8 age group. Headed by a 
teen-ager, these sub-divisions of the Club plan 
all the main group activities. These activities 
frequently include charitable projects, such as 
saving popsicle sticks for TB patients in 
hospitals. 

Recently, two emblems were adopted by the 
Club. They are jacket patches which will be 
awarded only to members who have completed 
a list of requirements, including some in riding, 
and some in general equine topics. 

It may seem like somewhat of a waste of time 
to most horsemen to spend time and effort with 
a group of children as those who belong to the 
Little Acres Riding Club. Many of these young¬ 
sters may never have the thrill of riding cross 
country with their own mounts beneath them. 
If their keen, refreshing interest in horses is 
cultivated, however, they will, in the future, be 
ardent hunt meet spectators, race enthusiasts, 
show ring viewers and Olympic supporters.

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House And Garden Pilgrimage 

Spring sets the stage in the State of Mary¬ 
land with green magic on the hills, pink coats 
in the valleys, and white dogwood like a snow¬ 
storm through the forest. Once again, it is the 
time of the Maryland House and Garden Pil¬ 
grimage. Once again, the homes of Maryland 
extend an invitation to a pleasant shore where 
the pace of living has retained its natural charm 
—not slow as much as leisurely, not fast, but 
lively! 

The 23rd annual Pilgrimage opens doors, 
modern and colonial, in a dozen counties from 
Saturday, April 30 through Sunday, May 15. 
The names of the counties read like the roster 
of the British royal family—Charles and Anne, 
Kent and Calvert—but the names of the houses 
have an enchantment all their own: Maidstone 
and Maiden Point, Byberry Cottage and Old 
Spout Farm, and the lilting apostrophes of 
Clocker’s Fancy, Chandler’s Hope and Solo¬ 
mon’s Choice! The gardens range from trim 
box and flaming tulip to the Old Wye Mill 
grinding slow and fine again, and that nation¬ 
ally known patriarch of Talbot, the four-hun¬ 
dred-year-old Wye Oak. The range of tours 
sweeps across the State from the double chim¬ 
neys of lovely West St. Mary’s Manor past the 
ancient eaves of Holly Hill, to the suburban 
barns of Baltimore and as far north as pink- 
washed Rain River in Harford County. Colon¬ 
ial churches and historical societies add their 
touch of solemnity and splendor. Herein are 
mentioned only a few of the many gracious 
homes on the widely varied tours. 

Within a rim of tufted hills lies Carroll 
County, named for Charles Carroll of Carroll¬ 
ton, Last of the Signers, which returns to the 
Pilgrimage for the first time in a decade. Its 
open farmlands suggest a Grandma Moses 
painting and it boasts fine apples and old 
homes, among them Union Mills, the Shriver 
homestead, adjacent to the old square mill and

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facing the mill race of Big Pipe Run. Begun 
circa 1797 by two brothers, Andrew and David 
Shriver, the original log and clapboard house, 
now silver with age, progressed in stages from 
hallway to wing until it seemed finally be¬ 
witched into a magical Z-shape with a stone 
chimney rising step by step into the company 
of tall surrounding maples. 

Another tour, Bolton Hill in the Mount Royal 
section, is the last stronghold of residential 
Baltimore and perhaps one of the first of ur¬ 
ban renewal. The tall town row houses are 
linked together by more than marble steps, for 
this quaint neighborhood preserves a personal 
touch rare in cities, along with its ancestral 
treasures and secluded backyard gardens. 

A tour, perhaps unique in pilgrimages, will 
introduce Ruxton barns converted into homes, 
quite logically divided into those that look 
like barns and vice versa. 
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Worthy of the scripture that "every valley 
shall be exalted” is the green Worthington Val¬ 
ley in which is located Mantua Mill House, 
above a winding ribbon of water and within 
a rich circle of box and cedar. Here the brick 
facade is of ruby red and the terrain spreads 
out in tranquil symmetry. Only a few miles 
down the road is Montmorenci—a very old 
stucco structure, painted gay as a sunflower, 
with a tremendous parlour, a hanging stairs, 
and a sidelong glancing view of the exciting 
Sagamore Farms! 

Open to the Pilgrimage at long last is White¬ 
hall, near Annapolis. Words grow pale in the 
presence of Governor Horatio Sharpes Garden 
House. The portico of Whitehall is beyond 
compare, the Corinthian columns worthy of 
Corinth, and the carving has to be seen to be 
believed. Here tradition clings to beauty, for it

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Hall of Famers 

The first two present-day riders elected to 
the National Jockeys Hall of Fame at Pimlico 
attained important milestones in their remark¬ 
able careers in February. 

On Sunday, (February 14) Johnny Longden 
was 50 years of age. Five days later on Friday 
(February 19) Eddie Arcaro marked his 44th 
birthday. 

Longden was born in 1910 in Wakefield, 
England, while Arcaro was born in Cincinnati 
in 1916. 

The indestructible saddle pair had through 
1959 won 9,807 races from more than 50,000 
rides over a combined career span of 60 years. 
Their mounts have won more than $45,000,000 
in purses. 

Arcaro, who rode in his first race on January 
14, 1932, at Agua Caliente, was elected to the 
National Jockey Hall of Fame on the first 
ballot cast in 1955. Longden, who rode his first 
winner on October 4, 1927, was enshrined in 


the Hall of Fame on the second ballot in 1956. 

Longden, who has ridden and won races in 
seven different countries and was three times 
American riding champion, has indicated that 
he may retire some time this year. 

Arcaro, on the other hand, doesn’t even like 
to discuss the possibility of quitting. “I just 
can’t imagine what I would do with myself. 
I love being what I am,” says Eddie with his 
usual candor. 

Only other active rider among 15 presently 
in the Hall of Fame which is sponsored by the 
Maryland Jockey Club is Willie Shoemaker— 
a mere 28-year-old. Both Longden and Arcaro 
were saddle veterans when Shoemaker was born.

is said that Maryland’s bachelor governor de¬ 
signed the house to win the hand of the fair 
daughter of Governor Ogle. What a strange 
trick of fate that the garden should grow un¬ 
der Mistress Mary Ogle only as the wife of 
John Ridout, Sharpe’s staunch friend and secre¬ 
tary, who gained Whitehall by inheritance. 

The curved finger of the Bay Bridge beckons 
across the water to the many mansions of the 
famous Eastern Shore.

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Howard County Hunt Races 

Glenelg Country School, Glenelg, Maryland 
on March 26, I960, will be the site of the sixth 
annual running of the Howard County Hunt 
Races. The race formerly run as an Old Fash¬ 
ioned Point-to-Point will this year be run over 
a definite course.

Parasite Work At Kentucky 

Under A Grant By Grayson Foundation 

Last year the Grayson Foundation expanded 
the equine research work at the University of 
Kentucky to include studies of parasites by Dr. 
J. H. Drudge and his associates. This change 
was made at small additional cost and utilized 
many of the experimental animals used at var¬ 
ious stages in the virus work. 

This equine parasite program had three main 
areas of concern: control of strongyles, partic¬ 
ularly the two large strongyles, Strongylus vul¬ 
garis, which cause aneurysms, and Strongylus 
edentatus, which suck blood, cause anemia and 
damage the lining of the digestive tract and -the 
tissues around the kidneys; the most effective 
treatments for other parasites such as ascarids, 
bots, pinworms and tapeworms which affect the 
growth and well-being of the animal; and third¬ 
ly a survey to be on the alert for new types of 
parasitic conditions. Much of the work at the 
University of Kentucky is intermediary in na¬ 
ture and principally involves testing of drugs 
that have been shown to be active against sim¬ 
ilar types of parasites in other animals. 

There are two principal tests, each having 
two separate parts, for evaluating a drug’s anti- 
parasitic action. The critical test consists of (1) 
putting a horse on a course of treatment, (2) 
collection of all feces and an appropriate ex¬ 
amination for the recovery of all parasites re¬ 
moved by the drug, and (3) post mortem ex¬ 
amination of the entire digestive tract to find 
the parasites left. The result is a percentage fig¬ 
ure on the effectiveness of the treatment. The 
second part of this testing is for toxicity and 
can usually be run concurrently. By dosing the 
test animals with varying amounts of a drug, 
studies are made of the effect on the horse, such 
as pathological changes observable on post 
mortem examination, blood sampling for 
changes in cellular components and general ob¬ 
servations on the subject. 

Periodic counts on feces for worm eggs 
(Eggs Per Gram) is a simple survey test for 
horses under treatment or control. This can be 
done on a controlled experiment or in field tests 
on cooperating farms. The larval tests form a sec¬ 
ond type of fecal examination wherein the 
worm eggs are hatched out in a culture medium 
of feces to study the larvae. This is a differential 
test to increase knowledge of drug action on the 
various kinds of parasites, particularly the stron¬ 
gyles, whose eggs cannot be differentiated. 

To give some idea of the time required for 
this work, a complete critical test on one animal 
requires approximately one month for the 
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assistant. An EPG or larval test calls for a half 
hour each. During the past year, 140 horses 
were on test, 23 critical tests were completed 
and 2,276 egg per gram counts and 594 larval 
tests were made. 

Most of last year’s testing involved the piper¬ 
azines, carbon disulfide and phenothiazine in 
various forms, dosages and combinations. Par- 
vex (a complex of piperazine-carbon disulfide) 
proved superior to carbon disulfide for ascarid 
control in sucklings. In weanlings and yearlings, 
both compounds are nearly 100 per cent effec¬ 
tive against ascarids, with the piperazine adding 
an advantage in strongyle control. Present find¬ 
ings confirmed previous observations indicating 
a two-month interval between piperazine treat¬ 
ments will provide effective ascarid control. 

Piperazine is particularly effective for control 
of small strongyles, but is only partially effective 
for Strongylus vulgaris and is deficient against 
Strongylus edentatus. 

Field tests demonstrated the effectiveness of 
the low level system of phenothiazine treatment 
for the strongyle control on a farm where it has 
been in use for 12 years. It should be pointed 
out that these tests showed only the efficiency of 
this treatment without any other considerations 
of the use of this type of therapy. 

Several new compounds were tested. Three 
were found wanting and work has been discon¬ 
tinued: Hygromcin B had limited effectiveness 
and was not palatable, the proteolytic enzyme, 
Papain, was not effective and the organic phos¬ 
phate, Trolene, was not effective against bots. 

Several new compounds and combinations of 
accepted drugs were tested, but no conclusions 
have been reached and further work is con¬ 
templated. 

Single large doses of Parvex compared 
favorably with phenothiazine for removal of 
small strongyles and S. vulgars, but not S.

edentatus . Combination treatment with full 
doses of phenothiazine and piperazine increases 
the action against all strongyles with the pos¬ 
sible exception of S. edentatus. Further studies 
with this combination are planned as a compro¬ 
mise solution to the large strongyle problem. A 
new drug, Dizan, shows promise in strongyle 
control. Further studies are needed to evaluate 
the effectiveness of the proprietary preparation 
"Equinetic Vermifuge” which is claimed to have 
a broad effectiveness against all equine para¬ 
sites. An organic phosphate, Dimethroate, shows 
promise of application in bot control after work 
establishes an adequate margin of safety. 

Some basic experimentation was made with 
the parasite Trichostronglus axei, one of the 
smallest in the horse. These are found in the 
stomach and produce a chronic gastritis. They 
are found in many domestic animals and man 
and in heavy infections have the potential to 
cause severe pathological changes in the 
stomach and thereby inhibit the normal growth 
and well-being of the host. These studies con¬ 
sisted of experimentally producing infections 
in three horses and a detailed examination of 
two natural infections. Further work is planned 
in this field to increase our overall knowledge 
of parasitism in the horse. 

The science of parasite therapy is one of com¬ 
promise. A drug is required to eliminate a harm¬ 
ful parasite. Most drugs can be assumed to be 
harmful to the host, calling for tests to deter¬ 
mine levels and timing of dosage to be effec¬ 
tive but relatively non-toxic. Then it is nec¬ 
essary to be on guard that strains resistant to 
the drug do not develop. This calls for constant 
testing, checking on parasite programs in use 
and developing new ones. It also points out the 
danger of instituting worming programs with¬ 
out adequate tests, and emphasizes the de¬ 
sirability of having several drugs that can be 
used interchangeably.
